RESULTS OF A HALF: YEAR. 
The dividends of 325 companies 
for the last half-year of 1924 is 
computed by the “Osaka 
Mainichi” to ‘have averaged ' ol 
per cent., These included 272 in- 
dustrial enterprises and 538 
“special,” auch as metal refining, | 
electric, gas and railway. The 
period umder«review compares 
favourably with the preceding six 
‘months and there is good reason 
to be satisfied with the resulty 
achieved when it is observed that 
costs of materials, for which these 
industries depend on foreign 
“markets more or less, have con- 
siderably increased owing to the 
depreciation in the Japanese 
currency in terms of other 
moneys, while the trade’ condi- 
tions. are persistently adverse 
despite all that has been done 
for improvement in the situation 
by drastic measures on the part 
of the Government and entre- 
preneurs, The net profit realised 
amounted to Y161,278,000, being 
17 per cent. on the ‘paid-up ‘capital, 
of over Y1,893,300,000. 


' The capital written’ off by in- 
dustrial companies through con- 
traction or dissolution ‘totalled 
upwards of 80 million yen, as 
“compared” with over 100 million 
in the preceding period, while the 
new cupital invested fell off from 
Y119,000,000 to 90 million. 

Capital loans were raised dur- 
ing the period under review to an 
enormous amount, and were 
largely appropriated for paying’ 
off debt on less satisfactory terms 
and requiring immediate atten- 
tion, Thus most business was 
placed on a firmer basis. 

The 272 companies secured an 
average profit of a shade over 
20.7 per cent, which, having re- 
spect to the return on’ the 53 
special industries, averages 
slightly over 17 per cent. As 
compared with the figure for the 
previous terms, the general 
average snows no change, but a 
gain is noted of 0.3 in the average 
for the manufacturing section. 
Changes of over Yi. per cent. in 
profits were made in the follow- 
ing instances :— 

Those that gained :—Raw silk, 
silk weaving, hosiery, Klass, 
match, flour, soy. 

Those that |pst:—Mousseline, 
woollen, dyestuffs and cosm¢tics, 
confectionery, electric ‘apparktus, 
general tools, printing. 
L' As to the disposal of 
realised, manufacturing indus- 
tries distributed 49.6 per cent. of 
the total as dividends, keeping in 
hand 50,4: per cent. as reserves. 
Special enterprises offered 57.4 
per cent. ux the investors’ share, 
reserving 42.6 per vent. 

The average distributed in divi- 
dends was a shade less than 11.3, 
Taking 50 enterprises, 21 offered | 
more than 10 -per cent.’ per 
.annum to the shareholders, and 9 
declared distributions below 5 pes 
cent.
